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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE VICE-PRESIDENT

Ex-Officio President, Board of Administrators, 
Charity Hospital, Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

My dear Governor; 

It is with pleasure that 1 report to you the work accomplished by 
Charity Hospital during the past year. A close study of the annual report 
reveals the fact that 1925 was the most active year in the history of the 
hospital. 

Much has been accomplished, but it is felt that on account of the 
ever increasing population of the hospital that certain and definite steps 
must be taken to insure adequate care of its patients in the future. Certain 
relief was experienced during the year, but it was not sufficient to insure 
proper care for all patients. 

It is of interest to know that the total disbursements for the year 
were $1,122,489.74. Cash on hand at the beginning of the year. $124,198.57 
and the total receipts during the year. $872,235.31, making a total of 
$996,433.88. Deducting $3,239.06, which was cash on hand at the end 
of the year, leaves a net deficit of $122,816.78. 

The new unit, erected by funds received during the Charity Hospital 
Appeal, with an ultimate capacity of one hundred and twenty beds, was 
completed and received its patients on December first. 

The new Tubercular Hospital, now under construction and made possible 
by the generosity of Mrs. John Dibert, will be completed about July. This 
building will care for approximately two hundred and fifty tubercular 
patients, and will prove of untold benefit to the poor unfortunates of this 
State who are afflicted with that malady. With this additional room, cer- 
tainly for the present all early cases can be received and it is hoped that 
the hospital can restore these to their proper place in society. 

As advised in my last report, the legacy of Mrs. Alexina Sinclair McBurney 
bequeathed the properties 1016-18-20 Canal Street, and this is to be 
used to endow a tubercular sanitarium. This fund amounts to approxi- 
mately one half million dollars and assures proper maintenance for the 
John Dibert Tuberculosis Hospital, without any expense to the State. 

The site of the John Dibert Building was purchased at a total cost 
of $160,677.75. Since that time property in that neighborhood has en- 
hanced in value to such an extent that the same property could probably 
not be purchased now for twice that amount. 

It is with reluctance that I roust advise that the hospital has been 
taxed to its utmost capacity in caring for its patients. Relief must be given 
if Louisiana wishes to boast that all of its indigent sick are properly cared 
for. Plana and specifications for a new unit have been made and it is 
earnestly hoped that measures will be taken to insure the erection of this 
building. 

More essential even than this new unit, is the imperative need of a 
proper home for internes and nurses. As matters now stand, many nurses 
and internes are located in boarding houses in the city, entailing considerable 
expense upon the state. These dormitories should be built at once, even 
in preference to the new unit for patients, for with additional patient beds, 
without necessary increase in internes and nurses, conditions would be 
worse than at the present time. 
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Your support is earnestly solicited in this, the most serious need of 
the hospital. 

The per capita cost for the year was $1.53%. This is less than one- 
half of any hospital in the United States. We are not proud of this 
fact, for it is rather suggestive that patients are not receiving all the 
necessary care. There is no substitute for money, but the nearest thing 
is a highly efficient organization that will stretch a money allowance to 
meet the needs of the hospital. I believe that Dr. Wm. W. Leake, Super- 
intendent of rhc Hospital, more than anyone else, is responsible for the 
standing and efficiency of the hospital with this low per capita expense. 
The smallness of our expenditure per day per patient is a source of amaze- 
ment and wonder to all visitors who are well informed on hospital ad- 
ministration. 

It is with pride that 1 report that Charity Hospital continues to remain 
Class A on the list of the American College of Surgeons. 

A letter from the President of the Louisiana Nurses Board of Ex- 
aminers after a recent inspection, praised the hospital both as to its ad- 
ministration and cleanliness, but commented on the fact that some of the 
nurses slept in the same building with patients. It was pointed out that 
this was contrary to requirements and only for the fact that it was a 
temporary measure to meet an emergency, the Board would be forced to 
lower the grade of the Training School from Class A. 

A donation of $500.00 was received from the late Mayor Behrman. 
This, together with many smaller donations, is indicative of the esteem 
held for the hospital by the public in general. 

The Advisory Committee which is composed of members of the Visiting 
Staff met regularly and offered to the Board many helpful suggestions 
pertaining to medical matters. 

The Visiting Staff, composed of many of the prominent physicians and 
surgeons of the city, gave unstintingly their time and skill to the patients 
and hospital. 

The hospital was unfortunate in losing by death Mr. Adolph Dumser, 
n member of our Board- While only recently appointed to the hospital! 
his active interest at all times in all matters was greatly appreciated and 
his death will be keenly felt. A man of pleasing personality, though 
strong of determination, made him valuable in the administration of suck 
an institution. 

The Secretary-Treasurer, Mr. Fred, W. Matthews, has conducted the 
office of the institution with care and efficiency. 

The Sisters, by their loyal devotion to the patients, rendered incal- 
culable service to the hospital. Their ever faithfulness is greatly appreciated 
by the State, and it is certain that should their services be paid for it 
would amount to a considerable sum. 

As customary, the New Orleans Elks Lodge No. 30 donated a large, 
Christmas Tree to the little children in Milliken, and in addition to this 
presents were given to every patient in the hospital. 

In conclusion, it is my pleasure to advise that in addition to the twelve 
regular meetings of your Board, eight special meetings were called. This 
is exclusive of the meetings of the various committees. The members 
attended all meetings regularly and I feel gave more care to this 
administration than they probably would have given their own private 
business. I am indebted to each * and every co-worker for the loyal 
and faithful support given me during the year.

To the Honorable Board of Administrator*, Charity Hospital, New Orleans, 
Louisiana. 

Gentlemen: 

The year just ended will be entitled to an important page in the history 
of Charity Hospital. Probably no previous year has contributed bo much 
in the nature of improvements. A study of the statistical report reveals 
the fact that more patients were cared for than ever before. This is true 
of patients treated in the hospital proper, the out-door clinics, and those 
handled in the Accident Department. Other hospital activities have in- 
creased in proportion which makes 1925 stand out as a year of achievements. 

While it is true much has been accomplished during the past year and 
the highest praise should be given those directly responsible for the welfare 
and treatment of patients, it is to be admitted that the best possible care 
could not be given at ail times to all patients. This admission is made freely 
and the fact is emphasized that unless the causes for this condition are 
remedied, it will be impossible to render adequate care in the future. 

There are three causes chiefly responsible for this condition. First, 
lack of internes due entirely to insufficient housing facilities. Secondly, 
shortage of nurses due principally to lack of space in the Nurses Home, 
and thirdly, over-crowding of patients which makes proper care impossible. 

The first two causes can and must be remedied by immediately erecting 
suitable homes for the internes and for the nunes. The time for palliative 
measures has passed and unless these homes are built at once, you must 
he confronted with the knowledge that your patients are not being properly 
cared for. 

The third cause may be remedied in two ways. Either by erecting 
sufficient buildings to adequately care for the patients, or else restrict the 
number of admissions. 

A year ago, it was recommended that either additional buildings be 
erected or authority given to deny admittance in excess of beds unless 
the condition be one of emergency. This plea is again reiterated and 
unless granted it will be impossible to give the necessary attention to the 

patients. 

All during the year, some patients were doubled two in a bed and many 
times more than three hundred were doubled. At one time a ward with 
nineteen beds had forty-five patients. No emphasis is necessary to point 
out that such a state of affairs is intolerable. 

The per capita cost for 1925 is SI.53J4 which is just $0.02 54 over 
lh.it of the previous year, and the cost in the out-door clinic dropped just 
a fraction of a cent. 

This per capita cost is exceptionally low, and the fact should be borne 
in mind that the coat would be even lower if all accident cases were ac- 
counted for. Of the 25.000 accident cases not more than 20% are ad- 
mitted to the hospital. Of the remaining oO^o who receive treatment in 
the Accident Room, no account is made for this service. Many of these 
patients receive anti-tetanic serum, which alone costs the hospital $0.45 
a dose. 

A year ago the Chairman of your Medical Committee, while praising 
the work of the hospital, made it clear that the mere fact that the per 
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capita cost was so low was sufficient proof (hat the patients could not be 
receiving nil the iittention that they should, for the minimum per capita of 
other hospitals -was twice as much. 

Your budget committee has carefully prepared the budget for the next 
two years. A substantia! increase is asked for. and it is sincerely hoped 
it may be granted, for heretofore the increase in money has not kept pace 
with the increase in patients. 

Charity Hospital has again enjoyed entire harmony and a fine spirit 
of co-operation has at all times existed. This feeling makes it possible 
to render the best service even under unfavorable circumstances. 

The hospital continues to meet all requirements of the American 
College of Surgeons, and in its hospital standardization report for the 
yeaT 1925, Charity Hospital again appears as an accredited hospital ap- 
proved on its list. 

Space will not permit the giving in detail the many improvements 
made during the year, but the outstanding ones are: 

The completion of the new unit and the beginning of the John Dibert 
Tuberculosis Hospital, 

The new unit was made possible by an appeal to the people of the 
State. This building was completed the latter part of the year and re- 
ceived the first patients December first. It is a modern, fire-proof five story 
building with a basement. The building ultimately will care for one hundred 
and twenty patients, but at present there are but ninety beds for patients. 
the fourth floor being used temporarily for nurses and the fifth floor not 
being completed due to lack of funds. This building will be used ex- 
clusively for white female medical patients. 

The John Dibert Tuberculosis Hospital was made possible by the 
generosity and philanthropy of Mrs. John Dibert. She is erecting this 
building entirely at her own expense and donating it to Charity Hospital. 
This is to be used exclusively for tubercular patient*. 

The will of Mrs. Alexina Sinclair McBurney leaving an endowment 
fund to care for tubercular patients, will admirably care for this building 
and its proper maintenance is assured. 

The building will occupy the site formerly purchased by the Board 
of Administrators and situated in the square bounded by Tulane, Claiborne 
Magnolia and Cravier Streets. Magnolia Street has been closed, which unites 
this property to the hospital. 

The test piles were driven on July 24. 1925, and it is expected the 
building will be completed by July. This building will accommodate two 
hundred and forty-eight patients and will be of invaluable service to the city 
and state in caring for that type of disease. 

Other improvements -worthy of note are; 

Renovation of the entrance on Cravier Street. This entrance will be 
for the admission of colored visitors and will have on information booth. 
All colored patients will be located in the two rear adjacent buildings. This 
will improve conditions and relieve unnecessary congestion at the front 
gate. 

The building along Cravier Street formerly occupied by white female 
patients has been thoroughly renovated and will be occupied by colored 
male patients. Additional toilet* were installed and the building is now in 
first class condition. 

A genito-urinary dressing room was also added to the third floor of 
this building. 

The old brick walk along the morgue was changed and placed farther 
east, A new roadway was built and covered with shell*. This road is 
used by undertakers to and from the morgue. 
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A change was also made in the morgue, whereby undertakers may 
receive bodies in private and a room has been renovated which can be 
used as a mortuary parlor for relatives and friends. 

The moving of the roadway above referred to will enable the next unit 
to be built without demolishing any of the present buildings. 

A tool house, garden house, rabbit and guinea pig pen and garbage 
house were built along Gravier Street. The erection of these buildings 
was made at a minimum cost due to the fact that the bricks were received 
without cost from the city when changes were made in the street paving. 

Considerable paving was laid in place of the old brickt throughout 
the yard. The grade was raised six to eight inches and new drains inserted. 

A concrete trench 35'x4'x4' with 6" walls was built to carry the 
pipes crossing Tulane Avenue. This will eventually be a big saving, for the 
pipes deteriorated very rapidly due to electrolysis from the trolley wires. 

One of the wards in the Brcaux Building formerly used for colored 
females was completely renovated and is being used for white female patients, 

A certain portion of the basement in the new building was closed in. 
and is being used as a clothes room for patients. 

h is contemplated to use the south side of the basement for the 
Physiotherapy Department. This Department has grown to such an enormous 
extent that the present quarters are not nearly large enough to accommodate 
the patients. 

The second and third galleries were enclosed in the Milliken as a 
temporary measure to give more ward space. 

A steel enclosure was made in the Secretary's Office. This for the 
use of the Treasurer in order that the employees may he paid with the 
maximum amount of safety. 

The Pathological Department awnings were replaced by Venetian blinds. 

A new transformer house is being erected between the new building 
and Nurses Home, This is located in such a position that it can eventually 

. c all the current for the hospital. The immediate effect will be to 
get rid of the overhead wires and poles in the lawn adjoining Milliken, 

The Pharmacy was completely renovated and new counters installed, 
all work being done by the hospital force. 

A record room was installed for the out-patient clinic. 

A new telephone switch board was installed. This consists of a 
double switch board with eighty lines each, ten trunks with one ambulance 
in-coming only and one out-going for hospital business. In addition to 
this there are four pay stations situated throughout the Hospital. 

Additional operators are employed who only attend the switch board, 
and an information clerk and girl to check the doctors in and out. This 
change makes a marked improvement in the telephone service, as formerly 
the trunks were always congested, and there was not a sufficient number 
of operators. 

Plans have been made for the erection of a covered run way from 
Tulane Avenue to the Main Building and connecting the two administrative 
buildings. An information booth will be located therein where visitors can 
be given better service. 

Plans and specifications have been made to construct a tunnel con- 
necting the basement of the John Dibert Tuberculosis Hospital, and eventually 
connecting the basement of the next unit to be built. At the present time 
the east end of the tunnel will be blocked and a trench will lead to the 
Nurses .Home and to the covered run way connecting Delgado and Milliken 
buildings. This will insure covered transportation to patients and visitors 
at all times. 
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M ■ A a ".T rub fe r £loorin R was 'aid in one of the diet kitchens in the 
Main Building. This wan done as an experiment to determine whether this 
type of flooring would be suitable for the hospital. 

Fourteen new filing cabinets were made and desk charts made, beine 
copied after some steel type already in use. This will cause considerable 
economy to the hospital. 

New medicine cabinet* were built throughout the hospital. 

One new washer was installed in the laundry. 

Ten new ice-boxes were made by the hospital. 

A new material sterilizer was installed in Delgado. 

New fence was built along Gravier Street. 

Innumerable window and door screens were made. 

Sixteen new dinner boxes were made of Monei metal. 

Twenty-six new sterilizers were manufactured at the hospital. 

Eight new steel tables built for the new unit. 

Seventy-two individual thermometer stands and seventy-two hypodermic 
holders were made, •»■«. 

Many of the buildings were painted, both interior and exterior. 

A new gardener was employed and the appearance of th e hospital 
grounds has been greatly beautified. 

There were fifty-six cars of oil used. A total of 14,443.47 barrels 

I he boilers remain m excellent condition. 

There were 8,883 cans of ice made or a total of 1 776.60 tons. This ic 
was manufactured at a cost of $2.12 per ton. The ice plant has reached 
its maximum capacity and as other buildings have been put up it w ;l| 
be necasaary to enlarge the plant at once.

There was no filling in the cemetery last year, due either to the 
mabihty to get filling or excessive prices for such long hauls. About one 
1 u )?J e , cemete '-y ha« been filled and it is hoped the remaining half 
wii be filled this year. Estimates have been received for gradine an J . 
shell roadway will be placed down the center, 

a ,-, Thc „ amtul , ance * have continued to give good service, having answerer! 
4,323 calls and made a mileage of 17.565 miles. These ambulance. IVt 
now old and new ones must be purchased at once, or we will be confronted 
with the catastrophe of having the ambulances totally disabled In ad 
dition to this, the upkeep and maintenance on these old cars have been ~ 
cessively high. " 

The Chief Engineer together with the carpenters, painters and even, 
one coming under his department have given excellent service and th. 
tine spirit shown by them at all times is appreciated. 

The Robert, Factory has been sold, so the smoke and soot from that 
factory will no longer be a source of annoyance to the hospital ThJ 
smoke and soot, however, from the Gas Company has grown worse and i! 
a menace to the best welfare of the hospital. It is sincerely hoped that- 
some steps may be taken to relieve the hospital of this nuisance. 

At the regular meeting of the staff held last October the new AA 
visory Committee was elected. This committee consists of Dr. Paul Gelpj 
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President. Dr. Jerome Landry, Vice-President. Dr. Lucien LeDoux. Secretary 
and four additional members, Dr. Herman Gessner, Dr. Chaille Jamison. 
Dr. A. E. Fossier and Dr. J. F. Oeschner. This committee has functioned 
splendidly and has been of invaluable help to the Superintendent, and 
he takes this means of expressing his appreciation for their assistance. 

The Visiting Staff as a whole has functioned probably better this 
year than ever before. The attendance is much better and it is felt that 
the patients as a whole are receiving the best care possible. 

The hospital is proud of the fact that its staff consists of some of 
the most prominent physicians and surgeons in the city. 

It is to be regretted that some few members of the staff, not realizing 
their responsibility, were somewhat derelict in their duty, and it became 
necessary for the Board of Administrators to deprive them of their services. 

An additional member was added to the House Surgical Staff, making 
a total of one senior surgeon, one junior surgeon and two assistants. 
This makes it necessary for the assistant to serve two years before being 
qualified to operate major surgical cases. There still remains a senior 
and a junior house medical officer. The personnel of the house staff is 
composed of Dr. 5. F. Elder, Senior Surgeon, Dr. M. O. Miller, Junior Surgeon, 
Dr. Wm. H. Cook, and Dr. George G. Garrett, Assistant Surgeons, Dr. R. 
O. Russell. Senior Medical Officer and Dr. Philip H. Jones. Jr.. Junior 
Medical Officer. 

These officers have been loyal and faithful in the performance of their 
duties and their co-operation with the Superintendent at all times i* 
greatly appreciated* 

it should be gratifying to know that more than two hundred and fifty 
applications were received from prospective internes from more than thirty 
class A. colleges throughout the United States and Canada. This should 
be especially pleasing, when it is known that there are not enough graduates 
from class A. colleges to supply internes for all hospitals. 

The selection of internes has been made and those who were success- 
ful will report for duty on July 1st. 1926. 

The Sisters have again displayed their loyalty by their untiring and 
devoted attention to the sick and injured and the hospital is again indebted 
to them. 

The service rendered by these good women cannot be estimated in 
a monetary way. 

The nurses were put to the severest lest during the past year. With 
considerably more patients treated and no more nurses, it is surprising 
how well their duties were performed. With the lack of nurses, it is 
impossible to render the proper care to the patients, but the nurses re- 
sponded nobly to their duty and no complaint was ever made, although 
it was known that they had really more than they could do. 

The work of the Pathological Department has increased to such an 
extent that it is felt that considerable changes will have to be made there 
in order that the necessary work can be turned out. 

This is also true in the X-Ray Department, where the number of 
exposures has increased from 32,315 to 38,847. 

The Radiotherapeutist has done excellent work and it is felt the stay 
day per patient has been materially decreased by his efforts. The first 
year there were one hundred cases treated, representing one hundred and 
eighty-three treatments with a total of 211,611 milligram hours. This 
year the number of cases has increased to three hundred and twenty-five. 

The inoperable indigent patients have been greatly benefited by these 
treatments and the hospital has been relieved of many patients who formerly 
lingered here until they died. ' 
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The Physiotherapy Department has done a voluminous amount of work 
and Lhe efforts exerted there have been of untold benefit to many patient, 
I he present location has been overtaxed and it will become necessary for 
this department to have new quarters in the very near future. This will 
be eared for very well in the basement of the new unit Just completed. 

The Social Service Department has again functioned splendidly de 
spite the fact that there is a considerably smaller number of workers than 
there should be to successfully cope with a hospital of this size. 

The Out-door department, as you will see from the statistical report 
has treated more cases than ever before in its history. Attendance of the 
Visiting Staff has been faithful, punctual and diligent and it is felt that 
patients were cared for scientifically and with much dispatch. 

1 r"" a l° t ni '>P a L rlm "" increased it. floor space approximately 
Jj " l , J . ( '' bu ' 8^th during the past years has caused considerable crowd- 
ing during the hours of greatest attendance. It is evident that either m 
creased clinic facilities will have to be provided, or else clinics held in th^ 
afternoon in addition to those held in the morning hours. 

The Dietitian under the able management of Sister Coniaga has aealn 
r^-nd^red the necessary service in supplying special and scientific diets to 
those patients needing same. ° 

The Main Record Room has been of invaluable service not onlv to tk» 
hospital proper, but to many of the Visiting Staff, House and Intern! 
Staff. More than 4.600 histories were called for during the year to be ™ 
viewed. re " 

The hospital expects to secure in the near future an electro-cardie, 
graph, and a special up-to-date heart clinic will be located in the out ft„ 
department. This should prove of much value to those patients whirl 
this instrument of precision is indicated.

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DEPARTMENT OF HAY FEVER AND ASTHMA 



In the routine tests for perennial hay fever and bronchial asthma, it 
is important, in testing the patient's sensitivity to the various proteins, 
to include tests regarding his sensitivity to food. On account of the equip- 
ment of the Hay Fever and Asthma Clinic for this purpose, we receive 
many requests for making allergic tests from other departments, especially 
from the Medical and Skin Clinics. This is explained by the fact that 
sensitization to food proteins is now recognized as being an important (actor 
not only in asthma and hay fever, but also in angioneurotic edema, urticaria, 
eczema, chronic migraine, nervous disorders and gastrointestinal disturbances. 

The constitutional reactions of anaphylactic disturbances may have 
the appearance of great violence. It is not improbable that a considerable 
proportion of eases of sudden death in apparently healthy individuals, which 
are usually classified as "heart failure," or "cause unknown." are of 
anaphylactic origin. Where patients in apparent good health, after a full 
meal, have an attack of nausea, vomiting, pain, and collapse, and death 
within a few minutes, the cause » usually due to anaphylaxis. 

Sensitivity to food was found to he less permanent and less constant 
than sensitivity to pollens and animal proteins, which is usually permanent 
and rarely changed in degree, except as the result of immunological methods. 
Egg and milk sensitivity, for instance, is variable, and is not necessarily 
permanent. This is especially true in cases showing delayed reactions. 

The kinds of skin reactions to the most common food proteins tested 
were found to he as follows:

In some cases of asthma, it was frequently found necessary to retest 
potients completely if no reaction was found to explain the cause, the 
preferable time being just before or at the beginning of an attack. 

There are four conditions which were found to occur as the result 
of hypemensitiveness, but which are due to the same pathologic process. 
These are erythema, pruritus, urticaria, and angioneurotic edema. Erythema 
and pruritus were usually found associated, and frequently accompanied 
by hives of varying sizes. Angioneurotic edema was also often presented 
in these cases. In some patients, the urticaria involved much surface, 
which gave rise to deep swellings, which are usually also classed as angioneur- 
otic edema. 

In some cases angioneurotic edema involved the internal organs, such 
as the trachea or small intestine, which is a serious complication, as marked 
disturbances and even death may" result. The character of these symptoms 
were found to vary according to the causes of the illness. The indigestion 
of food, which is rarely eaten, usually caused attacks of short duration, but 
sometimes violent in character. If due to an article of common diet, the 
symptoms usually appeared more chronic. 
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The most common causes of food anaphylactic disturbances, especially 
in children, were found to be eggs, the next most common being milk 
cheese, shellfish and fish. In most cases, the egRs caused reaction only 
when unmixed with other food, but in some cases even the amount con- 
tained in custards and other food in which eggs, are used, was sufficient 
to create reactive manifestations. Wheat and other cereals were less com- 
mon causes of asthma and other anaphylactic disturbances.

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REPORT OF DIRECTRESS OF NURSES 



To The Honorable Board of Administrators, 
Charity Hospital of New Orleans. 

Gentlemen : 

Looking over the year just past, one meet* the assurance that our 
School of Nursing has had its place in the ranks that struggle for Nursing 
Education. There are reasons for fervent gratitude arid motives for bright 
anticipation during the opening year of 1926. 

The theoretical course has been enriched by additional lectures on 
branches of Internal Medicine in form of bed-side teaching. A course in 
Physical Education has been introduced for the Preliminary Student* which 
is being given at the Y. W. C. A. Gymnasium. An assistant full-time in- 
structor in the Physiotherapy Department has been employed, thus making 
it possible for students to get individual instruction. 

It is needless to state that opportunities in nursing service in this 
school are many and of a great variety. The duties of the student will 
not become distasteful and burdensome provided they are of educational 
value. These services cease to be of such value when conditions of wards 
are not normal. By nature of its existence, the school assumes a two-fold 
obligation, first, that of extending service to the patient, who is a human 
being and not a case, and secondly, that of educating the student. The 
appalling condition of two patients in one bed has made it practically 
impossible for the school to fulfill these obligations, and in addition has 
had a demoralizing influence on the school. 

The rapid growth in the size of the hospital has created within a 
brief period, a demand for a larger number of students. Since a less 
number of applications were received during the past year and as a Tesult 
less students admitted, the nursing body has faced almost insuperable ob- 
stacles in the attempt to render proper nursing service and maintain high 
standards. 

A campaign for recruiting student nurses was undertaken with a view 
of bringing to the attention of young women, the opportunities in this 
field of work. Pamphlets containing nursing literature were printed for 
distribution, particularly among High School girls. By means of mailing 
brief information concerning the School of Nursing, we have reached nearly 
every Junior and Senior High School student in Louisiana. A booth rep- 
resenting Charity Hospital School of Nursing was erected at the State 
Fair at Shreveport where two nurses appeared in uniform. 

A Glee Club was organized among the student nurses and under its 
able director has carried on various activities in way of publicity for the 
school. This club sang at the girls' high schools in New Orleans where 
they appeared in school uniform: following the singing a short talk on 
nursing education was given by one of the instructors. 

We are pleased to report the first student at a State Nurse's Con- 
vention held in Alexandria. 

The condition of the Nurse's Residence still remains overcrowded. 
Beds from the Milliken Memorial have been removed to the Nurse's Home 
proper. The upper floor of the new Unit has provided us with twenty- 
two additional beds which are being used at the present time for night 
nurses* quarters. This is only a temporary measure as we hope to 
have new students for these beds in the near future. 

The Demonstration Room has been equipped with running water and 
twenty-four new chairs. A Reception Room with a telephone was furnished 
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on the third floor leading to bridge of new Unit. New furniture and a 
rug were purchased for the entrance alcove. Six concrete benches were 
mode for the nune'i lawn. Through the generosity of a friend, a Basket 
Ball court was fitted for the Student Numea. 

The Kostmayer Scholarship was merited by Miss Jane McRight. This 
scholarship was established by Dr. H. W. Kostmayer as a means of financial 
assistance to one who wishes to take Post-graduate work in some special 
branch of Nursing. The Honor Pin was awarded to Miss Goldie Kerr. 

The health record has been good apart from a comparatively few 
minor illnesses. Few nurses developed influenza during the months of 
February and March and on e developed lobar pneumonia. 

We report twenty-seven graduates, one hundred and thirty students, 
and fifty-six applicants admitted.

The year has been remarkable for the unusual increase in attendance, 
especially during the summer months. The highest daily average during 
the year was reached in the month of August, 7 76. which was 50 more 
than the highest daily average of 1924, reached during the month of July. 
The highest number of patients cared for in one day was 1,154. At first 
we were staggered by the overwhelming numbers, but an attendance of 
over 900 and 1,000 became so frequent, we grew accustomed to the over- 
crowding. The capacity of the Clinic was greatly increased by the annex 
completed: in I 923, but the attendance has increased so rapidly that it is 
a difficult problem, sometimes, to find standing room in the corridors which 
are uyed as waiting rooms- in 1923 our admissions were 41,434 and total 
visits 143,000. In 1925 as shown above, our admissions were 58,000 
and total visits 204.618. Fortunately in many of the Clinics the Visit- 
ing Staff has been increased. The Surgical Clinics show over 1925 an 
increase in total visits of 7,018; the Pediatrics Clinics. 4,831; the Medical 
Clinics, 2,108; the Hay-fever and Asthma Clinic, 2.108 and the Dental, 
1,793. The Dental rooms being large were divided by partitions, giving 
extra waiting space and to some extent relieving the congestion in the cor- 
ridor on the second floor. Special reports of the Dental and Hay-fever 
and Asthma Clinics are given in detail elsewhere by the Senior Visiting 
Surgeons of these departments. 

The Skin Clinic has been enlarged, almost doubling the capacity of the 
room and adding greatly to the facilities for treatment.

My dear Dr. Leake: 

The year of 1925 has been a problematic one in toe Social Service 
Department. The inability of the Department to handle to it. satisfaction 
the large intake of Social Service patients, because of ,t» insufficient number 
of workers ha, been given much consideration. During the year there 
were several changes in the personnel of the Staff, which intensified the 
above mentioned condition. With the completion of the new medical 
building and the anticipated completion of the tubercular building, it is 
highly desirable that the Staff be increased. 

Through an increase of the Staff, also, our ."vices to the physicians 
and the patients in the clinic could become more efficient By systematic 
and routine follow up the diseases of these patients could be arrested or 
cured, saving the Hospital many admissions, which will in part relieve the 
present congestion. 

Our usefulness is constantly gaining greater recognition. We are 
called upon by the parishes to look after many of their proteges, whom 
they send into the Hospital and although it seemingly is a slow process, 
fee parishes are realizing their obligation, to their P<=°ple and the Hospital, 
and are endeavoring to provide suitable care for their discharged patients. 
The Community Chest has made it possible for many of the affiliating 
agencies to develops their policies extensively and intensively, and our 
department is called into action in their health programme to give clinical 
steering, medical supervision, and reports on hospital or clinic patients 
with which these agencies have a contact. 

Our department in return relies upon the outside agencies for their 
valuable assistance in furnishing individual services for the rehabilitation 
of Hospital patients. The community as yet cannot meet our demand, 
unreservedly, but we do hope through the development of a greater social 
consc.ou.ness, it will be possible for our department to concentrate upon 
the health problem, alone, instilling into families the idea of self support 
throu S h the medium of good health, feeling assured that all economic 
problem, will be otherwise solved. 

We are keenly thankful to all who have given their cooperation. We 
urgently appeal for a continuance of same, in the solution of the problems 
attending the aged man or woman, the stranger, the feeble-minded, the 
epileptic, the unmarried mother, the mal-adjusted, the neurotic, the un- 
employed, the cripple, the blind, the incurable, etc. 

In submitting a statistical report, which shows approximately the 
character and the amount of work done, there is much that is not and 
cannot be recorded; nor can there be put in writing the initiative, the 
persistency, the patience and fortitude it takes for the workers to broadcast 
their radio health grams to their patients. 

To the Board of Administrators, our Superintendent, the Physicians, 
the Sisters, the Superintendent of clinics, the nurses and all attache, of 
thr Hospital we express our appreciation of their co-operation.
